The Palm Beach County 
Health Care District will con- 
sider a formal plan to transfer 
control of Everglades Regional 
Medical. Center to the district 
at their Jan. 14 board meeting. 

Sherry Weinschenk, director 
of community relations for the 
Palm Beach County Health 
Care District, said officials at 
Everglades informed the dis- 
trict of their desire to.begin a 


process of transferring the hos- à 


pital's operational 
ment to the district. 

Subsequently, on Dec. 22, the 
district approved interim fund- 
ing to pay the payroll expenses 
at Pahokee's hospital, up to 
$650,000. Weinschenk said 
this interim funding will allow 
the Health Care District board 
of commissioners sufficient 
time for the orderly transfer of 
the  hospital'5 operations, 
thereby insuring minimal af- 
fect on the hospital's employ- 


manage- 


ees and patients. 

"The transfer process will re- 
quire the cooperation of many 
individuals, including the 
Everglades Regional Medical 
Center's current board and 
management and the board 
and management of the Palm 
Beach County Health Care 
District," safd Weinschenk in a 
press release to The Sun. "The

Former Pahokee businessman 
and community leader dies 


Former Pahokee hardware 
store owner and community 


leader Herman Hendrix died ' 


Tuesday, Dec. 23, after an ex- 
tended illness. 

Mr. Hendrix, 79, owned and 
operated Hendrix Hardware in 
Pahokee until his retirement in 
1987. He was a former board 
member of Everglades 
Regional Medical Center and a 
member of both the Rotary and 
Lions Clubs. He was an active 
member-of the First United 
Methodist Church in Pahokee, 
a member of the choir, and 
served on various cottimittees. 

Mr: Hendrix was an Eagle 
Scout and had served as Field 
Executive for the Boy Scouts of 
America in Mississippi. 

He and his wife, Marie, oper- 
ated” Hendrixs Dry Goods in 
Bassfield, MS, prior to moving 
to Belle Glade in 1958. They es- 
tablished Wills Hardware in 
Belle Glade and in 1959 they 
purchased Jones Hardware on 
Bacom Point Road in Pahokee. 
They later sold the Belle Glade 
store and continued to operate 
the Pahokee store as Hendrix 
Hardware. Mrs. Hendrix died 
in 1991. ; 

Long-time friend ‘of Mr. 
Hendrix, Wayne Boynton, re- 
cently compiled the writings of 
Mr. Hendrix and had them 
published in book form. He 
wrote in the forward, to the

It is now obvious that Dr. 
William Gray, the nation’s lead- 
ing hurricane forecaster, is 
fully qualified. 

No one has ever questioned 
Gray's meteorological back- 
ground, his bold predictions or 
his legendary thick skin. After 
all, Gray.does what many peo- 
ple thought was impossible - he 
predicts hurricanes months in 
advance. 

What was unclear was Gray's 
sense of humor. That issue 
however, has now been gettled. 

In his summary of the 1997 
hurricane season, Gray takes 
the full blame for^his dismal 
hurricane forecast. Gray had 
an admittedly ayful year, pre- 
dicting 11 named storms and 
six hurricanes. Yet, only seven 
storms formed this year with 
just three intenZifying into 
hurricanes. 

Gray pokes fun at himself 
and his "busted" forecast with a 
cartoon. It features Gray and 
his assistants sitting around a 
table dining ón crow.

And, a review óf the Weather 
Research Cénter's hurricane 
forecast history suggests that 
Gray, for the first time, may 
have some competition. Since 
1985, the Center has been qui- 
etly making “hurricane predic- 
tions, achieving an amazing 
accuracy rate of 85 percent. 

This year was no exception. 
The Center's team correctly 
predicted the seven named 
storms that-formed in the 
Atlantic basin, and only missed 
the number of actual hurri- 
canes by one. 

More impressive is .the 
Research Center's accurate 
prediction of where a tropical 
cyclone will make landfall. This 
is an area that Gray has 
steered clear of, although he 
says he might issue landfall 
predictions as early as 1998. 

The researchers in Houston, 
on the other hand, have been 
doing it successfully for years. 
This year, for example, the 


ricane in 1997. 
The Center's "forecast was 
verified in July, ^ when 
Hurricane Danny brought 
heayy rain to Louisiana, 


Alabama, Mississippi and 
western Florida. 
This is not the first time the 


Center has accurately predict- e 
ed where a storm would. hit 
land. In the past 13 years, the 
Center's: forecast has only 
missed the highest probability 
strike area twice. However, in 
both of those years, storms 
made landfall in the second 
highest probability strike area. * 

A comparison of the Center's 
predictions and Gray's fore- 
casts for the past 12 years 
Shows a surprisingly wide lead 
for the folks in Houston. The 
Weather Research Center has 
been correct eight times while 
Gray was more accurate on 
three occasions. In 1985 and - 
1995, the two forecast groups 
tied. 

Gray has already put out his 
first forecast for the 1998 sea- 
son, predicting nine named 
storms and five hurricanes. 
The folks in Houston will wait 
until April before issuing their 
forecast. 

It is a forecast that is likely 
to garner a lot of attention.

If you are like most parents, 
you  prohably think of 
headaches as something kids 
give you, not something kids 
get. But research indicates that 
50 to 70 percent of all school- 
age children have experienced 
a headache. "The causes of chil- 
dren's headaches are very simi- 
lar to the causes of adult 
headaches," says Dr. Colaizzo. 
"They get tension headaches, 
headaches associated with 
injury, illness or fever, and 
migraines." About 10 percent of 
children with headaches get 
chronic migraines. 
* All kinds, of kids' headaches 
usually respond to the same 
treatments of adult headaches, 
such as over-the-counter pain 
relievers and warm compresses 
for the occasional headache. 
"Simple analgesics such as chil- 
dren's Tylenol are perfectly 
acceptable -and effective -for 
children's headaches," says Dr. 
Colaizzo. Check the package 
directions for the correct dosage 
for your child's age and weight. 
If your child is under age two, 
consult your physician. Some 
kids like a warm cloth on their 
head, others like a cold cloth; 
keep the compress on for about 
30 minutes, rewetting it as nec- 
essary. 4 

Rest seems to be one of the 
most effective ways to reduce a 
headache. Many school nurses 
allow kids with headaches to lie 
down for half an hour. Often 
that is all that is necessary. 
They don't necessarily have to 
go to sleep, just half an hour of 
lying quietly can help. Like 
adults, kids “with tension 
headaches can often find relief 
by reducing stress. If your child 
is stressed out, relaxing mas- 
sages might help. If the mus- 
cles around the scalp or tem- 
ples are tender, gently rubbing 
them can be helpful. 

Make sure your child does not 
skip meals, especially break- 


ing: "I have found that schedul- 
ing a little time each day as if it 
were an actual appointment is

the only way to ensure that you _ 


will take some time for your- 
self. You might become an early 


fast, which is the most impor- 
tant one. Going all day without 
eating is a good way to get a 
headache or aggravate one you 
already have. In some suscepti- 
ble children, headaches are 
triggered by certain things they 
eat, such as chocolate, peanuts, 
processed meat and aged 
cheese. If you think you have 
uncovered a connection be- 
tween the headaches and ¢er- 
tain food, have your child avoid 
the food for a while and see 
what happens. 

Some kids' headaches have 
emotional rather than food trig- 
gers. By charting not just your 
child's headaches, but also his 
moods and activities for several 
days or weeks, you can some- 
times see a pattern. For exam- 
ple, headaches may occur just 
before tests in school; or after 
arguments, If no dietary or 
emotional triggérs are identi- 
fied after a few weeks of chart- 
ing; you may want to broaden 
the scope of your search, like 
weather factors, sleep pat- 
terns... anything you can possi- 
bly think of. 

Though rare, headaches can 
sometimes be symptoms of a 
serious problem such as an 
injury, meningitis, a brain 
tumor or bleeding in the brain. 
You should call your child's doc- 
tor if you child's headache is 
accompanied by a fever, vomit- 
ing, stiff neck, lethargy or con- 
fusion. If the headache follows 
an injury or occurs in the morn- 
ing, accompanied by nausea, or 
if the headache increases in 
severity over the course of a day 
or from one day tothe next, see 
your physician. If the head- 
aches interferes with school or 
other activities, or is restricted 
to one side of the head or 
brought on by a sneeze or 
cough, see yeur physician. 

As always, when in doubt, see 
your physician and remember, 
children are special.

Congress must crack down on Medicare cheats

Look up a medical testing 
center in Medicare's financial 
records and you are likely to 
find hundreds of thousands of 
dollars in charges.. Visit that 
clinic and you'll be lucky to find. 
à doctor, trained medical staff, 
testing equipment, and the 
Medicare patients whose sup- 
posed treatments are being 
bought and paid for with your 
tax dollars. 

Sounds unbelievable? It's 
not. Thanks to scams like this, 
Medicare loses up to $26 billion 
each year to fraud and abuse. 
That's enough money to pro- 
vide health coverage to an 
additional two million people 
annually Our efforts to 
improve this important health 
care program for current recip- 
ients and preserve it for future 
geherations of Americans must 
begin with an all-out assault on 
criminals who--wolld cheat 
Medicare. 

Last August, Congress took 
some important first steps 
toward immunizing Medicare 
against charlatans looking to 
make a quick buck. 

Because federal agencies 
have traditionally targeted 
fraud only after it has been 


committed, cheats have long 
found it easy to steal from 
Medicare. Far too often, fly-by- 
night operators exploit lax 
screening procedures’ and sign 
up as equipment or service 
operators, drain financial 
resources, and run, with feder- 
al officials hot on their heels. A 
better approach would be to 
tighten access to Medicare's 
blood supply in the first place. 
Congress now requires that 
prospective Medicare contrac- 
tors put a $50,000 "surety" 
bond-before taking part in the 
program:

Unfortunately, the federal gov- 
ernment is often prevented 
from attacking cheats where it 
hurts the most -- in the pocket- 
book. This summer, Congress 
enacted new rules that would 


' give prosecutors the freedom to 


see, and judges the latitude to 
impose, big civil fines for a 
variety of fraudulent activities. 
That's good news because it is 
easier to prove fraud in civil 
cases than it is to seek justice 
in a criminal case. 

These were good first steps. 
But curing Medicare of fraud 
and abuse isn't possible unless 
we first treat süme of the infir- 
mities slowing down our anti- 
fraud efforts. Far too often, the 
war against health care cheats 
is disrupted by turf wars, juris- 
dictional disputes, and officials 
working at cross-purposes. 


That only serves to empower 
those criminals who would 
steal from the Medicare pro- 
gram. It is critical that we 
make federal agents, staff offi- 
cials, and local leaders part- 


ners rather than rivals. 

In the interest of ensuring a 
more coordinating, deliberate,

~èralian Pines and Melaleuca trees have been 
eliminated from our delicate wild creature habi- 
tat? 's next? 

I spoke with Tambour Elar, in the Army Corps 
of Engineers’ office in Clewiston. She is the 
“High Ranger” in charge of the lake area prop- 
erties, which are again being manipulated by 
this government agency (remember the Kissim- 
mee River), It seems that there was no enacted 
plan to re-plant the areas which were decimated 
in the name of progress. 

The équivalent of multiple dozens of acres of 
fiatural cover and protection for our precious 
birds and fur-bearing animals, i in their eyes, 
simply disappehred in the passing of a very few

UF researcher wants to: 


put mosquitoes on a diet

Dov Borovsky wants to put 
mosquitoes on a diet. 

Under the Borovsky three- 
day diet plan, legions of 
anorexic little buzzers would 
just starve to death. And that’s 
exactly the idea. 

The University of Florida sci- 
entist says a mosquito “diet. 
pill” he has perfected alters 
mosquito digestion, making it 
impossible for them to feed, lay 
eggs or survive. 

As a- mosquito control break- 
through, the diet pill could 
save lives. 

“We hope this can stop the 
advance of malaria and other 
mosquito-borne diseases,” said 
Borovsky, an insect biochemi- 
cal and molecular biologist at 
the Florida Medical Entomolo- 
gy Laboratory, a part of UF's 
Institute of Food and Agricul- 
tural Sciences. “It works on all 
mosquitoes, all over the 


world.” 


In the mosquito control war, 
mosquitoes are winning. There 
are more than 3,000 species of 
mosquitoes. Worldwide, 
mosquito-borne diseases infect 
about 700 million people each, 
year and kill 3 million, accord- 
ing to the Centers for Disease 
Control. 

But the diet pill, which could 
be on the. market within a 
year, is a promising new 
weapon, not only becduse-it is 
wickedly efficient but because 
it also is safe for the environ- 
ment. 

And this diet plan is no 
secret. Borovsky is quite will- 
ing to share his recipe for 
mosquito death. 

First, take 190,000 mosquito 


a powder that contains ‘their 
digestive control hormone. 


From the nearest pool or pond, 
scrape off the green scum, also 
known as chlorella, an algae. 
Insert the hormone into the 
chlorella, make it into a pill, 
then place the pill into any 
water body where mosquitoes 
are known to breed. Then 
watch the larvae feast on the 
chlorella. Famine follows. 

Borovsky said when he first 
pulled out mosquito ovaries, 
homogenized them and insert- 
ed them back into mosquitoes, 
he found that the mosquitoes 
produced no more eggs. 

"So.at first we thought we 
had'a birth control pill," 
Borovsky saidz/*But then we 


‘found that'the reason they 


were.not producing eggs was 


because the hormone doesn’t 
stay in the environment," 
Borovsky said. "The chlorella 
stops producing the hormone 
within three weeks." 

That's by design, Borovsky 


„said. If the hormone were 


incorporated into the chlorella 


genome and chlorella contin- = 


ued to produce the hormone, 
making it omnipresent in the 
environment, mosquitoes could 
become resistant to it. But the 
hormone sits outside the 
genome, and after the third 
division of the chlorella it no 
longer can be detected. ' 

Of course, Borovsky points 
out, if mosquitoes become 
resistant to their own repro- 
ductive hormone that could

ing, so then we knew we had a 


diet pill, not a birth control 


pill. 

“Fortunately, now we can 
synthesize the hormone, so we 
don't have to-use 100,000 
ovaries for each batch any- 
more," bórovsky said. 

The synthesized hormone is 
inexpensive, as is chlorella, 
which is found and produced 


» worldwide. 


Chlorella, in fact, turns out 
the be the perfect ride for the 
mosquito hormóne, because it 
can be freeze-dried and stored 
for long periods ànd then 
brought back to life as.the 
deadly-diet pill. 

The mpsquito fen-phen is 
benign | environmentally. 
Unlike DDT-and some other 
pesticides, it does not alter the 
environment in any way, 
except for poisoning the larval 
lunch. Mosquitoes that: feed én 
the hormone-laced chlarella 
‘starve sto death within 72 
hours. a 

"This is a natural bullet that 
we can use in the environment.

"We have' to stay a step 
ahead of them or outsmart 
them all over again," Borovsky 
said. 

In the decade since he began 

work on the pill, Borovsky has 
made believers out of even the 
most ardent doubters. 
: "Ten years ago, everybody 
was laughing at us, but now 
‘they are taking us seriously,” 
Borovsky said: “Eight years 
ago, at a Vancouver meeting, a 
colleague harshly criticized 
this work. He just did not’ 
believe it.” 

The next step, Borovsky 
says, is to develop diet pills for 
infamous agricultural pests~ 
Current methods to keep agri-

determine a:numerical standard for phosphorus 
in waters'entering the Everglades. 

If for whatever reason, a numerical standard 

is not adopted by December 31, 2003, then the 

* standard will automatically be set at 10. ppb. If 

the projects and programs that the act requires 


do not.succeed in meeting an ultimate phospho- * 


«rus standard, then the act calls for a "Phase 2 
program" to be put in place to ensure that 
water quality is met by 2006. (It should be not- 
ed, however, that Phase 2 is not defined or even 
described in the act. Now, as then, there is little 
understanding of what alternative technologies 
a Phase 2 program might entail.) 

In response to the argument that the Ever- 


« glades Forever Act did not go far enough in tax- 


ing farming interests, the legislature ha to fac- 
tor in that the Everglades Construction Project 
goes well beyond the clean-up of pollution 
caused by sugar farms. The latest water quality 
data indicate that farming activities within the 
EAA will account, for only 47% of the phospho- 
rus to be treated by the Stormwater Treatment 
Areas. The remaining 53% will come from 
urban stormwater, Laké Okeechobee and 
Hendry County. And, at the time: the Act s 
passed, at least $92 million of the costs ass 
ated with the Everglades Construction Project 
were attributable/to hydroperiod improvements 
and flood control in suburban West Palm 
Beach. 


In short, much of the expense of the Ever- 
glades Construction Project is directly related 
to correcting the deficiencies of a federal public 
works project that for forty years has choked off 
the water supply to the Everglades. 

The. legislature had to determine what agri- 
culture's fair share of the project would be. It 
did so by adopting the cost allocation for EAA 
farmers that was agreed upon by the federal 
government; the State of Florida and the water 
management district as a result of a sixteen- 
month-long mediation process. 

The farmer's fair share was determined to be 
that expense related to pollution abatement 
within the EAA. The cost allocation formula 
included an incentive program to encourage 
farmers to maximize clean-up on their own 
property. This approach was supported by the 
Chiles administration and the federal govern- 
ment. At a Tallahassee press conference in 
March 1994, Lt. Governor Buddy MacKay and 
Assistant Secretary, of Interior George Framp- 
ton urged passage of the Everglades Forever 
Act. In response to the fair share issue, Framp- 
ton responded: “ 

If we litigate this issue for five or six years 
and win, what do we hope to recover as the 
industry's Share for that portion of the plan 
that relates to water quality clean-up? 


Next week: What is the farming industry's 
share of the clean up?
